The first described the march 
of the Sixth Division to Modder River 
to leave French free to go on, and 
also the entry of mounted infantry int 
Jacobsdal, which. was occupied by 
women and childreriy The mounted in- 
fantry had a sharp skirmish with the 
enemy, and recovered two officers, who 
had been captured. French mean- 
while had reached Abonsdam, and had 
reduced the pressure on Kimberley so 
that Kekewich was able to occupy one 
Boer position. The second bulletin re- 
ported that the Boers were abandon- 
ing the trenches at Magersfontein and 
trying to escape, and Kelly-Kenny’s 
forces were pursul a large Dutch 
convoy .moving toward Bloemfontein.

They were captured treacherously dur- 
ing the fight. They were informed that 
an agreement had been reached be- 
tween the British officer commanding 
the extreme left and the commandant 
of the Boer ambulance that half a com- 
pany of the British should be permitted 
to fetch water from a neighboring 
farmhouse. The ambulance then re- 
tired, and the Boers rushed out of con- 
cealment and cut off the water party. 
The prisoners included an officer. 
Gen. French now holds both the Mod- 
der River and Riet River between the 
Boers and Magersfontein and their bese 
at Bloemfontein. Throughout the 
march the Free State farms were re 
spected, but their owners almost in- 
variably fled, taking their effects. The 
health of the troops is excellent, but 
sickness is prevalent among the horses 
and a plentiful supply of remounts will 
be required.

I am rich in the firm belief in 
the justice of Almighty God, in the de- 
voted love and comfort of a noble 
wife, my sons and their wives, all 
united, all certain of the innocence of 
Roland Burnham Molineux and certain 
that it will be so found in time. I need 
for myself no other assistance and no 
other comfort or support. But for my 
household, I do need and I do appeal 
for the support of the prayers of all 
those of every denomination and of 
every faith, who, like myself, feel that 
my son is innocent and the  vic- 
tim of an unjust persecution. I 
appeal, moreover, to every man who 
is a man, to respect the sanctity of the 
grief of my afflicted wife and my sorely 
afflicted daughter in affection, and my 
daughter-in-law by her marriage to 
my son, Blanche Chesebroygh Moli- 
neux. In their behalf, my friends, 
gallant comrades of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, gallant soldiers of the

317.17 was spent in construction and‘ no 
dividend appeared. The “general ex- 
pense’’ was more than twice as: great 
as during any previous year, while the 
cost.of “maintenance” was about the 
same. In the receipt column two new 
items were presented; the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company was 
credited with $150,741.32, and special 
deposit with $8000. 
According to the figures of Council- 
man Toll the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the City Water Company for 
the last five years, as shown by the 
annual statementr made by the com- 
pany to the city, have been as follows: 
In 1895. receipts $492.907.29, disburse- 
ments $535,005.73; 1896, receipts $439.- 
971.79, disbursements $445,159.79; 1897, 
receipts $424,590.65, disbursements - 
638.90: 1898. receipts $418,511, disburse- 
ments $419,208.68; 1899, receipts $600.-

LONE, LORN MAN'S ESTATE. 


IT TO THE SOCIALIST 


HE LEFT 
| LABOR PARTY. 


‘The little estate of Olaf Stromberg, 
who died in this city on January 10, 
is causing quite abit of trouble. He 
left no will, had “no relatives in this 
country, and disposed of his property 
under arrangements with friends. He 
was worth almost $400. 

About a month ago the Public Ad- 
ministrator was given letters of ad- 
ministration in the estate. Deceased’s 
effects were in the possession of a 
man named F. M. Tuttle, who lives in 
this city, and is alleged to have refused 
to deliver over to the public official 
a certain bank book, containing a sav- 
ings account, which Stromberg gave 


well as other goods and chattels. A 
citation was issued for Tuttle to show 
cause why he should not do the Ad- 
ministrator’s bidding. 

The hearing was to have been held 
yesterday, but was continued until to- 
day. Two affidavits were filed, how- 
ever, that throw light upon the last 
dark days of Stromberg’s life—and the 
transactions of them. 

The first affidavit was made by Tut- 
tle’s wife, Mary J. Tuttle. Both the 
Tuttle's are members of the Lose An- 
geles county section of the Socialist 
Labor party, as was also Stromberg in 
his lifetime. In January, Tuttel was 
chairman of the local governing body 
of the section. 

Mrs. Tuttle says she was well ac- 
quainted with Stromberg, and hearing 
that he was sick at his lodging place 
at No. 913 South Los Angeles street, 
she visited him on January 6, for the 
purpose of offeri him any assist- 
ance he might require in his illness. 

“I found him greatly emaciated,” 
says Mrs. Tuttle, and suffering se- 
verely from consumption. After ex- 
changing some preliminary remarks 
with me, he handed me a savings bank 
book of the Main-street savings bank, 
saying: 

“"*I am going this time, and I want 
you to give this to Mr. Tuttle to turn 
over to the section for the good of 
the cause.’ 

The work of the Socialist Labor 
party was uppermost in his mind to 
the end. ; 

Mrs. Tuttle took the book, which 
at the time was inclosed in a sealed 
envelope, addressed to her husband. | 

“Mr. Stromberg then told me,” con- 
tinues Mrs. Tuttle, “what disposition 
I should make of the remainder of 
his perconal property. He also  in- 
formed me that he had no relatives in 
the United States, and of his rela- 
tives in Europe he had only one sis- 
ter. with whom he felt on good terms, 
but that she was in easy circumstan- 
ces, and he did not care to leave her 
anything. Four days thereafter—Jan- 
uary 10—Mr. Stromberg died of con- 
sumption.” 

Another affidavit was also filed, hav- 
ing been sworn to by Edward Murray. 
He visited Stromberg about noon on 
January 6 The sick man was suffer- 
ing great pain, and said to him: 

“I always had some hope of getting 
better. but this time I have no hope 
whatever.” 

Stromberg then asked Murray to tell 
Tuttle to call around on the follow- 
ing day, which was Sunday, stating 
that he had some property that he 
desiredito place in Tuttle’s hands. 

Four days passed, and the poor man 
was dead. What he left of earthly 
possession is now being fought over.

MAN'S TROUBLE OVER A NOTE.

force has been employed. The mer- 
chants who will exhibit their goods are, 
of course, building their own booths, 
and, as is usual in such exhibitions, 
there is much rivalry among them as 
to who will have the prettiest booth. 
Some of the booths are very fine, more 
than one of them huving cost $400 or 
more. Others are not bullt upon any 
such elaborate style, their owners de- 
pending more upon the appearance of 
their goods than upon the booths them- 
selves to attract the attention of the 


people. 

The pavilion stage will be one of 
the handsomest parts of the entire ex- 
hibit. It will be occupied entirely by 
the fruit exhibit, especially that of the 
citrus fruits.

FINANCIAL REPORTS. 

Treasurer W. C. Patterson  sub- 
mitted a report, in which the total 
cash assets of the chamber on Febru- 
ary 1, 1900, was given as $6055.88. 

Secretary Frank Wiggins read his an- 
nual report, in which he gave a brief 
Synopsis of the work of the chamber 
for year. 

“Financially,” said he, “the chamber 
has held its own with additiona @x- 
Ppenses and has set aside the usual 
amount to the building or reserve fund, 
as the following report will show:

“The item of dues shows a shortage

A large 
portion of collections of the first quar- 
ter of 1899 were collected in January, 
and appear in the 1898 report. Many 
changes were made in the membership 
roll during the year; the total number, 
however, remains about the same.” 

The secretary's report reviewed in 
detail the year’s work of the cham- 
ber in promoting public enterprises and 
advocating measures beneficial to Cali- 
fornia, and said: oh 

“Through invitations extended by 
this body the roadmasters the 
United States will hold their annual 
convention in this city next November. 
It is expected there will be about six 
hundred delegates present and more 
than a thousand other persons who 
are interested in the sale of matcrial 
to the railroads. 

“The establishment of a national bo- 
tanical garden in Griffith Park is now 
being considered and memorials for- 
warded to Congress asking an appro- 
priation to carry on the project. Owing 
to a’ frostiess location of a strip of 
land in this park, it,is specially 
adapted as a site for such a garden, 
in which trees and plants from all sec- 
tions of the tropics, as well as those 
from temperate regions, may be suc- 
cessfully raised in open air. 

“The chamber has recently received 
the welcome information that the 
Swiss government has lifted the em- 
bargo on American green and dried 
fruits, most of which are California 
exports.” 

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


F. Q. Story, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, reported the

The of Chairman H. 8. Mc- 
Kee of the Committee of Statistics 
showed that during the year the cham- 
ber had ordered and paid for 61,034 
pieces of literature, which was about 
one-third of the total distribution. The 
total expense was $1,291.90. Of this 
$245 was for matter for the chamber's 
own use among its members, and the 
balance of $1046.90 was for matter dis- 
tributed throughout the Eastern States 
and elsewhere, designed to acquaint 
strangers with the attractive features 
of Southern California, and to attract 
immigration. 

Thomas Pascoe, chairman of the 
Hotel Committee, reported that there 
has been an increase in hotel facilities 
which shows that the city is up to the 
standard of any in the est for good 
hotel accommodations. 

In the report of Chairman E. F. C. 
Klokke of the Membership Committee 
it was stated that during the year 135 
new members had been added to the 
chamber. “At nt.” said he, “we 
have nearly a thousand members. Let 
each one of them take upon himself the 
obligation to secure one candidate dur- 
ing the year. Consider the matter. It 
would mean much to our city and its 
surroundings. We want the moral sup- 
port of the community. We have it in 
unlimited quantity, but we also want 
the dollar a month to pay expenses and 
carry on the busin of the chamber.” 

One of the briefest reports was read 
by Robert McGarvin, chairman of the 
Committee on Grievances, in which he 
says that during the year only ten com- 
plaints were made, and all were of such 
a nature as to need no investigation. 


CHAIN GANG “STRUCK.” 


3 INCITED TO REVOLT BY JOYCE, 
A PETTY LARCENIST. 
Immediately after the lunch hour 
yesterday seven of the thirty-three 
of the chain gang ‘‘struck’’ 
and refused to go to work, their com- 
plaint being that the food was not good 

enough for them. 

The men were returned to the City 
Jail, and Chief Elton investigated the 
matter. He says they had plenty to 
eat and that the food was of a good 
quality, Gonsisting of boiled beef, pork 
and beans, potatoes, bread and coffee, 
with vinegar for those who desired it 
on their beans. The Chief says that he 
examines the jail food once every day 
and knows that it is wholesome and 
clean, and that there is plenty of it. 
He says that the men were instigated 
to act as they did by one J. J. Joyce, 
a petty larcenist, with two sentences. 
of sixty days each. 

Joyce was formerly a trusty in the 
Receiving Hospital, but was removed 
from that position and made a trusty 
in the jail. A short time ago when an 
obstreperous prisoner fought the 
jail, knocking out one trusty and nearly 
vanquishing three or four others, Joyce 
refused to assist in his subjection when 
ordered to do so by the jailer. The 
next day he was put on the chain gang 
and has been in a surly mood ever 
since. He only has four or five days 
more to serve, and it is supposed that 
he incited the men to “‘strike’ in order 
to make a!! the trouble he could before 
leaving. 

The malcontents were put in the dark 
cell. where they will be fed on bread 
and water until they are willing to re- 
sume work. The majority of them 
have only a few days yet to. serve. 
Their names are J. J. Joyce, Joc Mand, 
| J. Pearce, Joseph Williams, James Don- 
nelly, James Ryan and John Lynch.
